fight. 
Tbs president of Argen­ 
tina conferred with Herbert Hoo­ 
ver, who was In direct teach with 
the’department of state here, and 
the net effect baa been to warn 
the two countries that war will 
be prevented at all Costa. 
Just what this means may be 
appreciated when It is considered 
that Bolivia bas 
borrowed 
big 
suing In the United States 
and 
thai American banking 
Institu­ 
tions have

ment’s 
figures. 
The 
mortality 
for last week was 15.2 per hun­

Both Nations are 
Agreeable to 
Mediation 


Washington. Dec. 18—(^)—With 
Bolivia and Paraguay both agree­ 
able to mediation of their dispute 
by the Pan American conference 
on arbitration, that gathering today 
set Its machinery In motion look­ 
ing to a settlement of the contro­ 
versy which for over a week has 
threatened war In South America. 
A meeting of the conference's 
special committee to conciliate the 
Paraguayan • Bolivian 
tangle 
wae 
proposed for tomorrow, ss soon ss 
the text of the notes by Bolivia 
and Paraguay, accepting the con­ 
ference’s offer of good offices could 
be brought before It. 
Proposals 
will be discussed then for concrete 
measures to investigate the con­ 
troversy and reconcile the disput­ 
ants. 
Meanwhile, the conference itself 
pushed forward with other work 
and a sub-committee on concilia­ 
tion treaties agreed upon a general 
basis for a multi-lateral pact of con­ 
ciliation whereby in the future all 
disputes between American states, 
no m atter what their nature, would 
be subjected to the mediation of 
an international commission. 
Hostilities Ceased. 
Word was received early in the 
day from La Pas that the Bolivian 
government would dispatch a note 
to Secretary of State Kellogg, ac­ 
cepting the arbitration conference’s 
good 
offlcss. 
Minister 
Dies De 
Medina of Bolivia called a t the 
state department later to give oral 
aasuranca of his country's Inten­ 
tions in this regard. 
The prompt reaction of both dis­ 
puting governments to the confer­ 
ence's offer and reports from La 
Pas that Instructions had been is­ 
sued by the Bolivian general staff 
lo Us tfeops on the border to with­ 
hold further advance in the dis­ 
puted territory were received here 
as Indicating that the danger of 
hostilities had been leasened. 
The conference’s special commit­ 
tee will have as its first problem 
the promulgation of such recom­ 
mendations as will make perma­ 
nent the present lull In the Boll- 
vlan-Paraguayan situation. 
It Is 
therefore expected to recommend 
to both countries that they refrain 
from any warlike activities while 
the conference la at work. 
Will Submit Report. 
As to what final steps the com­ 
mittee is likely to recommend to 
the conference ss best suited to 
bring back normal relations be­ 
tween Paraguay and Bolivia, dele­ 
gates on that body were very re­ 
served. It is known, however, that 
a 
proposal 
will 
be 
introduced 
whereby the 
permanent 
interna­ 
tional commission 
established In 
Montivldeo, Uruguay, under the 
terms of the Condra investigation 
treaty, signed in 1923. would be 
empowered by the conference to 
establish the facts in the contro­ 
versy. 
The report of this group, under 
the Gondra treaty, then would be 
submitted to a committee of the 
conference itself for study. 
This 
last committee could be either the 
special committee already consti­ 
tuted here or another of a more 
permanent nature. 
Despite the prospective peaceful 
settlement of the dispute, the col­ 
lection of popular funds for na­ 
tional defense in Bolivia is report­ 
ed growing steadily. 
Railway men 
are said to have banded together 
to raise funds to buy airplanes for 
the army. 
The La Paz Chamber 
of Commerce, which has been made 
national In character, is colloborat- 
ing with the government and is 
helping to control prices and avoid 
speculation in foodstuffs. 
The unity of the country in the 
face of the emergency is shown by 
the return of three political exiles

BUND SQUIRE 
IS ASSAILED 


C h a r g e Stricken Man 
Used Church Funds 
for Speculation 


Louisville. Ky., Dec. 18—(ZP)— 
"Hard Boiled Squire” Nisbet. whose 
thundering Jail 
sentences 
struck 
fear into the hearts of bootleggers 
while he was magistrate of a local 
court, today lay on a sick bed here 
with only his gray-haired mother 
by his side, an his relatives, his 
friends aud his church accused him 
of appropriating some $100,000 of 
their money. 
From louisville newspapers the 
story glared forth today in head­ 
line and picture, hut Albert Nisbet 
will never soe it. 
He baa been 
blind since he was fourteen yours 
old. 
The woman by his bedside 
saw it. however, and she rose to 
the defense of her son. 
Although 
fifty years old and formerly the 
terror 
of 
liquor 
law 
violators, 
Squire Nisbet is still “just a poor, 
blind boy wtiom it Is easy to take 
advantage of” to Mrs. Ida N’abet. 
“If my son is in trouble," she 
said bravely; "if he has taken any 
money, he lias been defrauded out 
of it." 
Tearfully, 
Mrs. Nisbet 
related 
the story of Albert's struggle with 
life since Hie day when lie rose 
from an illness 35 years ago, total­ 
ly blind. 
She told how night after 
night she bad read lessons in law 
to her son and how, side by side, 
they had gone through the course 
together until Albert had passed 
the bar examination a full fledged 
attorney. 
Speculation Blamed. 
But there are others, it seems, 
to whom the virtues of tile blind 
former magistrate are not so ap­ 
parent. 
There are tho officials of 
the Baptist tabernacle w>o charge 
the man wiio acted 
as 
building 
fund treasurer for the church is 
short approximately $40,000 in ilia 
accounts. 
And thoro is another 
elderly lady, Mrs. Emma Kessler, 
an aunt, who says she loaned Al­ 
bert all she had, $10,000. 
Others, 
too, claim varying losses, even the 
Janitor of the church asserting he 
signed notes totalling more than 
$1,000 for "Squire" Nisbet. 
Friend* said today that the mar­ 
ket “got him.” that "get rich quick” 
plans to be financed on* other peo­ 
ple’s money proved tile undoing of 
the ‘hard boiled” squire. 
Accord­ 
ing to the Rev. A. K. Wright, pas­ 
tor of the Baptist tabernacle, Nis­ 
bet confessed as much to him. 
The outcome was obscure today, 
as no charges have 
been 
flied. 
Twice influential members and of­ 
ficers of tho church met in secret 
conference but apparently came to 
no decision.

the measure by Its proponents and 
a few parting shote by its old foes, 
the senate amendments to the bill, 
passed last session by the house, 
were adopted and the long contro­ 
versy ended, for the time being at 
least. 
The revised measure, calling for 
a $165,000,000 flood control. Irriga­ 
tion and power project on the Colo- 
i rado river, was passed by a roll 
call vote of 166 to 122, but not un­ 
til after its chief sponsor. Repre­ 
sentative Swing, Republican, Cali­ 
fornia, had been given the scare 
of his Ufo by a standing vote show­ 
ing the motion to agree 
to 
the 
amendments to have been beaten, 
77 to 71. 
Party lines were shat­ 
tered on the final vote. 
Expect Cal to. Sign. 
The roll call showed exactly as 
many Republicans in favor of the 
revised bill as against 
Seventy- 
nine Republicans were Joined by 
85 Democrats, the lone Socialist- 
Labor member, Berger, of Wiscon­ 
sin. and a Farmer-Labor member. 
Cares, of Minnesota, in favoring 
adoption, whtle 43 Democrats lined 
up with 79 Republicans in opposi­ 
tion. 
All of the Republican 
leaders 
voted.for the aisicedments.

Rome, Dec. 18—(JP)—Benito Mus­ 
solini today took over the ministry 
of colonies, thus assuming seven of 
the thirteen portfolios in the gov­ 
ernment and constituting himself a 
majority of the cabinet. 
He now

foreign affairs, war, marine, avia­ 
tion, interior and corporation. 
The posts held by other indi­ 
viduals are the ministries of public 
works, justice, 
finance, 
national 
economy, communications and pub­ 
lic education. 
. Id official quarters it was said 
experience showed that concentra­ 
tion of the various branches of pub­ 
lic administration under one per­ 
son was highly advantageous. 
It 
insured uniformity of direction and 
the avoidance 
of 
disagreements 
which might reach actual conflict 
when ministries are headed by dif­ 
ferent persons. 
it was stated further that Musso­ 
lini had found it especially useful 
to be at the head of all depart­ 
ments having to do with national 
defense. 
He had thus been able 
to co-ordinate the various forcea 
and make the army, navy and avia­ 
tion groups a single unit. 
Minister Now Senator. 
In the ministry of colonies he 
will have as undersecretary. Sig­ 
nor Debono, who was one of the 
quadrumvirate in the march on 
Rome. Two others of that quartet, 
Michele Blanchi, under-secretary of 
the interior, and Italio Palo, under­ 
secretary of aviation, already were 
in the cabinet. 
The ministry of

was 
given up by Luigi Federzonls. His 
resignation was expected aa he was 
made a senator recently.

understood Mussolini wishes bim 
to become head of the senate in 
the new legislature.

SA IS PARTLY 
RAISED AGAIN 


Experimental Salvage Op­ 
erations Halted by 
Mishap 


Aboard U. S. 8. Falcon, off Block 
Island. R. I., (by way of Block 
Island coast guard radio station) 
Dec. 18—(ZP)—The submarine S-4, 
sunk in a crash off Provincetown, 
Mass., a year ago, with the loss of 
forty lives and deliberately sent to 
the bottom without a crew yester­ 
day for a test of new lifting hooks, 
tonight was partly raised from the 
water, bow first, and Its stern re­ 
mained on the bottom after pon­ 
toons by Its side and other air sal­ 
vage connections had been pumped 
dry. 
The bow loomed out of the water 
at an angle of about 30 degrees 
and a strong wind In Great South 
pond, off Block Island, where Long 
Island sound reaches the sea, car­ 


ried the hull against the side Q. 
the submarine rescue ship Falcon, 
from which the raising operation 
was being directed. No damage re. 
suited, however, as the bow of the 
submarine 
rapped 
only 
gently 
against the starboard rail of the 
Falcon. 
Two huge pontoons had been at­ 
tached to the new lifting hook for 
dead eyes,” and theso had been 
pumped dry. as were the engine 
room and all ballast by the flood­ 
ing of which the vessel was sunk 
*n 
feet of water. 
Observers on the Falcoh, with a 
view of about 75 feet of the for­ 
ward deck of the submarine, were 
unable to see the bridge of the 
vessel which was believed to have 
been dashed in between the two 
pontoons. 
The upper part of the 
bridge had been protected by a 
temporary wooden structure. 
The 
conning tower situated several feet 
lower in the vessel was not be­ 
lieved to have been damaged.

Professors Refuse to Re­ 
veal Exact Location 
of Discovery 


Berkeley, C aTTDec. 18— (ZP)— 
Two 
U niversity 
of 
California 
professors 
have Just 
returned 
with a tale of 
discovering

New Mexico m ore 
rem ote 
from 
the general current of civilisation 
In th e United States 
than

In th eir report, made 
public 
today. Professor C. L. Camp, cur­ 
ato r of am phibians and reptiles

of

Various epidemics 
of diseases 
affecting the nose, 
throat 
and 
lungs have been recorded under 
the name of Influenza. 
One outbreak was 
fully 
de­ 
scribed as occurring in France in 
1769. another occurring 
as 
far 
back as 1737. 
Since the great 
epidemic 
of 
1918, investigators have been at­ 
tempting to 
ascertain 
whether 
that was similar In character to 
the one which occurred in 1847 
and the one that took place in 
1889. 
It has now been rather 
generally agreed that the condi­ 
tion was eaaentially the same and 
that such attacks occur in eyelet 
of approximately thirty years. 
Hymptoms. 
In epidemic influenza the per­ 
son is suddenly seized with mild 
fever, headache, pain in the back 
and In the legs. 
There is run­ 
ning at the nose and a remark­ 
able degree of prostration out of 
proportion to the severity of the 
symptoms. 
There is also a multiple liabil­ 
ity to secondary 
bronchitis 
and 
pneumonia. There seems to have 
been much more 
pneumonia 
in 
1918 than in the 
epidemics 
of 
1889 and 1890. 
Dr. E. O. Jordan in his survey 
of influenza epidemics which have 
■wept the world 
considers 
par­ 
ticularly 
those 
of 
1802-1803, 
1805-1806, 
1830-1833, 
1836- 
1837, 
1847-1848, 
1889-1890. 


Some 20 to 60 per 
sent 
of 
the 
population were attacked in all of 
these epidemics, and there always 
were relatively few deaths. 
Thus history is now repeating 
itself in that a severe epidemic 
of influenca lo 1918 Is being fol­ 
lowed at fairly frequent intervals 
by mild epidemics which seem to 
build toward a severe 
epidemic 
about 1960. 
Little Relation to Weather. 
Epidemic influenza in contrast 
to epidemic* of colds shoe* a re­ 
markable lack of relationship to 
weather conditions. When It be­ 
gins it sweeps the world from the 
tropics to the north 
and 
south 
poles. 
The pandemics 
of 
1889 
and 
1890 and of 1918 were promptly 
followed by recurrences of what 
appeared to be the same disease 
In Intervals varying from a few 
weeks to months and a year or 
more. 
Unfortunately the symptoms of 
epidemic influenza 
resemble

closely those of the common cold

confusion exists in many reports. 
Indeed Mrs. Carlyle, wife of the

John S. Hammond, soldier of Uncle 
Sam. banker, and aide to Tex Rick­ 
ard as the new general manager 
of Madison Square Garden, hasn't 
missed a big fight since 1912—but 
he likes hockey better. 
That isn't strange when you con­ 
sider that the colonel, a graduate 
of West Point and commander dur­ 
ing the World war of Camp Mc­

pions. 
The tall, 
straight, 
white- 
haired soldier is a business man 
with a first sport love in hockey. 
Now he has been drafted to make 
the entire Garden, and not the ice 
rinks, hie business. 
"I don’t know 
anything 
about 
boxing." he said as he pored over 
the masses of figures that mean so 
little to the sports fan and so much 
to the promoter, ‘‘but I hope rub­ 
bing elbows with Tex Rickard may 
do some good." 
Won West Point Honors. 
There's been a 
Hammond 
in 
every war since the battle of Lex­ 
ington and this lean stately soldier 
ha* signed for the duration of the 
struggle to bring boxing out of the 
depression that followed the disin- 
tergration of the heavyweights. The 
history of ell the Hammonds is col­ 
orful as well as warlike, but none 
is quite as fanciful as the record 
of the present colonel, grandson of 
a major general and son of a West 
Pointer. 
At West Point, In 
1904, 
Ham­ 
mond won the cup awarded annu­ 
ally to the beet all-around athlete. 
In addition to his service at Camp 
McClellan—“the biggest Job I ever* 
did in all my life"—the colonel 
served as military attache in Ar­ 
gentine.
